fATIEI BAXTER PAYS TRIBUfE 



The <:^thollc Boldlers at Camp 
Zachary 'Caylor wero jubilant when 
word was passed that on Sunday 
morning the first mass offered at 
the canloninent would be cele- 
brated ill the KniKlits <>f Columbus 
building. As yet there is no Cath- 
olic army chaplain at the camp, 
but the Right Rev. Bishop O'Don- 
aghue has granted approral of local 
prlesU giving their services until 
the arrival of the regular chaplains. 
The mass was celebrated at 10 
o'clock and there was quite a large 
gathering of the soldier boys de- 
spite the short notice. Rev. J. V. 
O'Mahoney was the celebrant of the 
mass, Willi Alphonse Ohllgschlager 
and Lawn riii' Wellinbrlnk as serv- 
ers. Tlie temporary altar was 
placed in an alcove where the reg- 
ular altar will be built. Grand 
Knight John P. OaBsiUy, Past Grand 
Knight Charles W. Decker, John A. 
Uoyle. President ot the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society, and Rev. Fathers 
Baxter, Ripple and Bnos, of 8t. 
Louis Bertrand's, were present. 
Liieut. Weber, of the Cathedral par- 
ish at Fort Wayne, was the first 
to approach . the altar and receive 
holy communion. 

The Rev. Edmund Baxter, O. P., 
of St. I.,ouis Bertrand's, preached 
the sermon, a tribute to our soldiers 
and country, saying in part: 

"This occasion ol the first Cath- 
olic services being conducted in this 
auditorium ot the Knights of 
Columbus Is indeed a blessed reali- 
zation of our hopes. Our hearts are 
filled with deep Joy and sincere 
gratitude for what has been done. 
Great praise is due to the Knights 
for their noble efforts. No one may 
say what great things will be ac- 
complished in the future 11uoU(;li 
their zealou.'< work. Today's ser\i('e 
1s made possible ]>\ the untiring ef- 
forts of our good 'liaplain, Father 
O'Mahoney, and our (Irand Knight, 
John Cas.silly. This inaugural serv- 
ice will be cherished as a happy 
memory by all here present. 

"In the history of the world no 
isoldlers were ever given better 
care than that given to our own 
arm/ and navy. Our Oovenunent 
has done everythlitf to care for 
her noble sons. Ther well deserve 
the best, and the country will sup- 
ply the best. The church in her 
fender solhitude for soulf! will not 
neglect our liglitinr men. There is 
an ab.solute need of po.sitive religs 
ion here. Our soldiers must be 
brought near to God. But the very 
fact of creation, the creature is 
bound to God by the mqat sacred' 
relationship. This relaAioiishlp - Is 
religion: strong, certain and effect- 
ive. 

"We must know God and know 
our obligations toward Him. Our 
obligations Include obedience to his 

law, and worship that is worthy of 
Him. Those who look lightly upon 
moral obligations and tliose who 
fail to render to God this supreme 
worship can not claim to be relig- 
ious. Religion is not an affair of 
words, but of deeds. Love your 
religion. Let others see by your 
lives that you possess a faith that 
is not an opinion, but a oonylction. 

"Our Saviour said * to his apos- 
tles: 'You are the salt of the 
earth.' I say to the raligious-mind- 
ed soldiers: 'You are the salt of 
the army that will savor the whole 
mass and save it from corruption.' 
As times goes on the sacred and 
eternal law of God will be In- 
sisted upon in this building. It i.s 
our duty to make religion a positive 
factor in human lives. We must 
make religion a real power among 
the soldiers. We must show forth 
that which Is of Jesus Christ." 

Tomorrow the mass will be at 10 
o'clock, with one of the Passionist 
fathers from the Sacred Heart Re- 
treat as celebrant. 

The Knights of Columbus will 
have three buildings at the camp. 
The main building is 60x120 feet 
and wHl consist of a recreation hall 
tn which religious Hervlces can be 
held on Sundays. The other two 
.structures will be somewhat smaller 
and will be used for the same pur- 
pose. All three buildings at Camp 
Zachary Ti^lor are about flntshad 
and arrangements are being made 
for a formal opening. Alphonse 
Ohllgschlager, of this city, has been 
selected as .<ecretary for the 
Knights of Columbus buildings.

INSULTSANERICAN GOVERNMENT 



The persecution of the Catholic 

chui'ch In Mexico is being continued 
with unrelenting vigor by President 
Carranza. Recent reports received 
by Southern Messenger indicate the 
extent of the persecution. Recently 
the parochial church ot Cordova, in 
charge of Father Kreel, was closed 
by the new Governor of 'Vera Cruz. 
In answer to a protest from a 
group of Catholic ladies against 
his action, Gov. Agullar refused to 
le.sciiul his order, on the ground 
that under the new constitution all 
foreign priests are forbidden to ex- 
ercise the sacred ministry in Mex- 
ico. Father Kreel is an American 
priest, pious, zealous and hon- 
orable; has been parish priest of 
Cordova for many years and Is very 
highly esteemed by the metnlbers of 
his flock. 

This incident affords a striking 
illustration of the gross injustice 
wrought by the new Mexican consti- 
tution. It Is not extraordinary that 
a citizen of the United States— the 
nation to which the present Mexi- 
can ("lovei nnient owes its very e.\- 
istem .• .-ilidiild without any fault 
of his be deprived by that Govern- 
ment of the privilege of exercising 
the functions of the most honorable 
profession on earth, be ousted from 
a position which he has tilled ac- 
ceptably for years and baaisbed 
from the country — simply because 
tie is an American! Such a law 
is an Insult to the Amerleaa Gov- 
ernment and the American people, 
as well as to every other nation 
.effected by It. 

Another instance of kioss tyiauny 
and intolerance is reported from 
the State of Souora. The new Gov- 
ernor ot that State, Gen. P. Elias 
Calles, in a statement published in 
the press, declares that none of the 
exiled priests now sojourning In 
the United States will be allowed 
to return to Sonora, nor will any 
Archbishop or Bishop of the Cath- 
olic church be itermllted to enter 
iliat Slate! For over a year now 
there has not been a single priest 
in Sonora, and the overwhelming' 
majority of the population are de- 
prived of the consolations of relig- 
ion which they crave. These occur- 
rences are indicative of tho condi- 
tions that prevail today in nearly 
every section of the unhappy land 
of Mexico. Shall the Catholics of 
the United States not oontlnae to 
raise their voices in indignant pro- 
test until our Government is 
.iroused to action? 

Ill Gui'.dalajara the parish 
churches of El .Santuario, Mexicalt- 
itingo. El Carmen, La Purislma, San 
Francisco, Sun Jose and two or 
three more have been closed by a 
decree of President Carransa, be- 
cause their pastors, it is alleged, 
participated in politics. The only 
political act that can be charged 
against thnui — If political it can be 
called — Is the reading to their con- 
j; li gations of the pastoral letter of 
ihe Archbishop, approving protest 
of his brethren of the hierarchy 
against the new constitution framed 
at Queretarn. The authorities all 
over the country have been notified 
to arrest Arehbliihop Orozco y Jlni- 
inez wherever found.

Enquirer political con .'spondenl, in 
discussing tin Cnv.inoi race two 
years hence says that numerous 
Democratic leaders predict that 
Congressman J. ( ampbetl Cant rill 
will be the nominee, but that noth- 
ing definite has been heard from 
.\li. CantrlU or his friends as to his 
candidacy. Louisville Democrats 
and tho.se nearby wlio caiiie in con- 
tact with the CoDgressban last year 
when he was Chairman of the State 
Campaign Committee are In hearty 
accord with the above sentiments, 
as all appreciate his splendid 
handling of the Wilson-Marshall 
campaign, the results being espe^ 
daily marvelous when It Is taken 
into consideration that the Hughes 
campaign money was poured into 
Kentucky like water. National Com- 
mitteeman Hert, ot the G. O. P., 
having convinced the National He- 
publlcan Campaign Conunittee that 
Kentucky was debatable KiouiKi, 
and despite this Congiessniaa 
Cantrill returned .i majority for 
Wilson and Marshall of nearly 
thirty thousand. This showing was 
made without any flare of trumpets 
or display, all working in unison 
together under his leadership, and 
the only element In the role of 
"slackers" was the Haly-Beckham 
clique, who gave the headquarters 
a wide berth and after the surpris- 
ing results were returned tried to 
alibi" themselves into a share of 
the credit. 

The naiiu' of Judge Hobert Worth 
Bingham Is being mentioned as pos- 
sible Gubernatorial timber for 1910, 
also Congressman Alben Barkley, 
Judge John D. Carroll. Judge 
Charles Hardin, Prof. H. H. Cheiry, 
Lieut. Oov. James D. Black and Dr. 
A. J. Alexander, of Spring Station, 
the Forward Club leader. In the 
Republican camp It Is pretty near a 
certainty that B. P. Morrow will 
again be the standard-bearer be- 
cause of his strong race two years 
ago and because he is the strongest 
of the liberal Republicans. His op- 
ponents say that a defeated candi- 
date can't come back and some of 
I hem want Dr. Den Bruner, of 
l.,oui8Vllle, to enter the contest on 
a strictly dry platform, and others 
of the latter account for .Morrow's 
showing by saying that the Haly- 
Beekham element knifed Gov. Stan- 
ley and that the letter's campaign 
was also badly mismanaged, citing 
Ihe attempt of some of his leaders 
to purchase the labor vote through 
a few professional labor politicians, 
the result being that .Stanley was 
hit harde-st where the union vote 
wa." strong. 

Speaking of Oov. Stanley, he cer- 
tainly struck a popular keynote in 
his address to the soldi- is at Camp 
Saeliao' Taylor wh. n .said: "I 
have seen piety lb < ohki' Ss when 
miillons of dollars were appropri- 
ated and there were bints ot graft, 
tout I never heard of graft in the 
great works trusted to the officers 
of the army. .Some politicians 
nowadays are preacliers and some 
preachers are politicians. I have 
known church leaders who prayed 
a powerful lot on Sundays and 
sanded the sugar on Mondays, but 



who ever heard ot a soldier sanding 
the sugar?" This slap at the 
preacher politieiaBa and hypocritical 
reformers is a pretty good Jolt tos 
the reformers in the Forward Club 
League, but the Ctovernor over- 
looked another class in hU com- 
parisons, and that is the type 
known as the business man poli- 
tician. This latter class never af- 
filiates with any party regularly, 
voting the Democratic ticket one 
year, the Republicau ticket next, 
and if the issue between the two 
parties is in doubt Is found regis- 
tering as an independent. They 
are above mixing In the hurly- 
burly ot ward politics, as they call 
It. but for the sake ot "good gov- 
ernment" win always condescend to 
accept an appointment at so mtTch 
per and will try to bamboozle the 
public that they are making an 
awful sacrifice in doing so. 

The suggestion made in these 
columns last week that an invita- 
tion should be extended to the 
Democrats who were defeated in the 
primary to come forward and com- 
prise a campaign or auxiliary cam- 
paign committee in the coming 
election has met with wide ap- 
proval and hundreds of Democrats 
high and low said that the sug- 
gestion ot the Kentucky Irish 
American should be the first order 
of business to come before the City 
and County Committee. A commit- 
tee comprised thusly would adver- 
tise to all that the Democratic party 
was working in perfect harmony 
and that a united front would be 
shown to the common enemy in 
Nov'eniber. Again au attempt should 
be made to squelch those who are 
trying to drive Democrats into the 
Republican party by unfair and un- 
wise criticism, designating defeated 
candidates and their friends as

.News from Ireland hu- been 
lacking for some time past, and the 
Litest from the Irish convention was 
from Belfast last Saturday, via the 
Associated Press. From this source 
was received the following bearing 
Belfast date: 

The visit of the Irish convention 
to Belfast, where it has Just been 
holding a three days' session, nc- 
companied with some exp<>ri4'iue of 
Northern hospitality and enteiprise, 
marks a stage In its progress, as it 
has i>een a great success In every 
sense. 

The Southern delegates who have 
seen Belfast tor the first time this 
week have been entertained by the 
Lord Mayor, the Harttor Board and 

eminent private citizens. They have 
been takfen to factories and ship- 
yards and technical schools. They 
have had for their sittings the mag- 
nificent City Hall. All this has 
Impressed them. It Is e. process of 
education as to the conditions of 
their own country, which perhaps 
was necessary for these representa- 
tive men, often too locali/cd in 
their experience, and it is ai any 
rate a good preparation for the 
work they have to do. They are 
to hold a session la Cork In a week 
or two, when the South of Ireland 
will have an opportunity of com- 
pleting the process. 

It may be added that the visit of 
the convention has also made an 
impression on Belfast. Crowds 
gathered at t!ie I'ity Hail every day 
to watch these men from all parts 
of Ireland arriving and leaving, (tee 
may wonder which must have been 
the queerer mental exercise - those 
going on inside the worthy Orange 
nian-at-arma witnessfiig his Grand 
Mastei;p and civic fathers colloguing 
with Popish Bishops and National- 
ist M. Ps., or those of the Catholle 
Rtalwarts from Falls Road on be- 
holding the same uncanny fra- 
ternization. I 
The one figure hailed with spon- 
taneous and Impartial respect and 
greeted on each appearance with a 
general cheer was John Kedmond. 

.^11 this is to the good iioth for 
the state of feeling inside the con- 
vention and that in 1he country 
outside it. To produce such an at- 
mosphere Is a necessary piece of 
work, and the convention Is to be 
congratulated upon its success in 
this line so far. But too much 
must not be expected from mere 
atmosphere; the more difficult part 
of the convention's task now ap- 
proaches — that of working out la 
detail a scheme upon which a art- 
tlement may be secured and which 
may be relied upon to work.

His Is a view 
widely held. 

A recent letter written by » 
prominent Irishman resident In Ire- 
land thus appraises the present 
situation: 

You ask me in the belated letter 
about conditions in Ireland. They 
were clear enough on December, 
last; now they are like the sun in 
the heavens. Sinn Fein has swept 
the country. So far as I know tbe 
mo\eiiient is not pro-German, not 
e\en republican or anti-constitu- 
tional, but ii is intensely democratic 
and anti-governmental in tlif sense 
of opposing the government of 
Ireland by Englishmen in the in- 
terests ot England, as has iieen the 
case since Mr. Redmond came into 
power. 

These words are doubly signifi- 
cant, in view of the fact that the 
writer of them Is not a politlciajt.

Dr. Thoma.s Ks-ser, O. P., Secre- 
tary of the Index Congregation, 
Rome, was recently consecrated 
Titular-Bishop.
